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Boost in Funds for

Washington, June 24*— (AP)— 


lenate Republicans today plan- 
ned a big boost in National Labor 
Relations Boards funds to help 
administer the new union curb" 
law congress put on the books 
over President Truman's veto. 


The senate, following the lead 


Of the house, smacked down the 
veto yesterday by a vote of-68 to 
25, six more than the required 
two-thirds majority. 


The house three days earlier 


rolled up a crushing 331 to 83/mar- 
gin to override Truman's disap- 
proval of the Taft-Hartley meas- 
ure—now law. 
,-• - 


The act irupose*-- far-reaching 


limitations' on union 
activities, 


mainly by overhauling the Wag- 
ner collective bargaining act. 


Among other things, the new 
law: 


Sets up machinery designed to 


block "national paralysis" strikes; 
outlaws the closed shops, permits 
the union sflop vnly when a ma- 
jority of workers vote for it; pro- 
hibits . jurisdictional strikes and 
secondary boycotts, makes unions 
liable for unfair labor practices 
and subject to damage suits. 


More Money Essential 


Senator' Ta£t (R-Ohio), chair- 


man of the senate labor commit- 
tee, told reporters "one of the 
first things we must do" is pro- 
vide more money for the NLRB. 


Senator Ives (R-NY), also a 


member of the labor committee, 
estimated that the boards pend- 
ing' appropriation 
for the year 


starting- July 1 "probably "will 
have to be at least doubled". That 
would give the agency about $9- 
000,000. 


Truman originally asked 
$7,- 


984,000 for the NLRB next year. 
The house cut this figure to bare- 
ly $4,000,000 but the senate agreed 
to $4,974,700.

Washington, June 24—(AP) 


Chairman Weichel (R-Ohio) said 
today the house merchant marine 
committee has learned that Soviet- 
operated tankers carrying oil from 
this country to Russia were built 
for the U. S. government only a 
few years ago. 


One of them, he said, sailed from

with 123,895 barrels of gasoline 
and 12,500 barrels of oil and two 
others left earlier this month with 
113,000 barrels of oil.

Enactment of the Taft-Hartley la- 
bor law over President Truman's 
veto brought disputed predictions 
today of * third party movement 
and possibly Republican loss of the 
organized labor vote. 


Senator Pepper (D-Fla) told a 


reporter he thinks "tremendous 
impetus" was given the fledgling 
third party movement by the sen- 
ate's 68 to 25 vote 
yesterday 


smothering Truman's veto. 


"Political history has been writ- 


ten here". Pepper declared. "Con- 
gress has done more than Henry 
Wallace ever did to give life to a 
third party. 


"We have seen a demonstration 


that neither party can muster a 
majority in congress for liberal 
proposals. 


"Nobody but intellectual liberals 


has been interested in a third party 
up to now, but if the working peo- 
ple feel that their rights aren't 
going to be protected they may 
make a third party movement a 
vital affair". 


Pepper To Stay "Put" 


Pepper, 
one 
of 22 Democrats 


who voted to sustain the presi- 
dent's veto, said he will remain a 
Democrat in any event. 


Senator Byrd (D-Va), one of 


the 20 Democrats who cast their 
ballots against the veto, said he 
thinks the president has succeeded 
in> making at least the administra- 
tion's part of the Democratic party 
the labor party for 1948. 


Byrd, who had urged the presi- 


dent to sign the bill, noted that 
Truman pulled only a slim ma- 
jority of the 
senate Democrats 


along with him on the issue. The 
president got only minority sup- 
port from his own party when the 
house overrode the veto last Fri- 
day by a vote of 331 to 83.

a national coal strike. Negotia- 
tions between the industry and the 
AFL United Mine Workers on a 
contract have been broken down 
for several weeks.

the demonstration was in protest 
against the new law.

Loss of Poll Tax 


Faces Southerners 


Washington, June 24. (AP) 


Partly to get even with southern 
Democrats who helped kill their 
tax bill, the Republican leadership 
today crammed an anti-poll tax 
bill onto the house schedule for 
passage this session. 


Chairman Lecompte (R-Iowa) of 


the house administration commit- 
tee got the "go" sign, from GOP 
leaders. He told a reporter hear- 
ings will begin next week and a 
bill will be approved in plenty of 
time for house action before con- 
gress quits around the end of July. 


Republicans traditionally have 


gone along with the idea of out- 
lawing payment of poll taxes as a 
requirement, for voting in federal 
elections. 


But Rep. Landis fR-Ind) 
said 


there is something else behind the 
plan now. 


"Since some of the southerners 


opposed us on taxes, the idea is 
to put 'em on the spot", he told 
newsmen. "And if the senate had 
not overridden the labor bill veto, 
we probably would have got out 
an anti-lynching bill'.

Truman's tax veto and killed the 
OOP's $4,000.000,000 reduction bill 
last week.

Most banks in this part 
of the country led money on land 
and hogs and cattle—but, for the 
most part, they ignore poultry. 
Some of them have loaned money 
on turkeys, but feed companies 
have financed a lot. more turkeys 
than' banks 'have. 


If more banks in this area would 


finance poultry flocks, it would 
encourage the production of poul- 
try on a business basis. It would 
do the banks, the farmers, and 
the entire community a lot of 
good. 


It would help ,to prevent such 


things as this, for example: 


Early this spring thousands of 


chicks hatched in Iowa were ship- 
ped down fo Arkansas. A lot of 
•the corn to feed them was prob- 
ably -trucked from Iowa " down to 
Arkansas. 
Now some of those 


grown birds are being haufed from 
Arkansas back to Iowa to be killed 
ed and dressed. 
Why Hot Grow The Birds Here? 


That sort of thing doesn't make 


sense. But it's happening more 
and more. Processing plants in 
the Middle West can't afford to 
stand idle/This time of. the year 
there 
aren't 
enough 
chickens 


ready for market in the Middle 
West to keep processing lines go- 
ing. So poultry is being shipped

floods ended the last hope for 
re-planting. Previous floods had 
washed out and inundated fields 
but farmers had re-planted. For 
much of the sodden midwest, it is 
now too late to replant: there is 
not a long enough growing season 
left. Some farmers may re-plarit 
to soybeans and other crops, but 
only a very few may take a long 
chance and re-plant to corn. 


Wheat fields were already hurt 


by a spring freeze in much of. the 
midwest "breadbasket" and many 
fields which look good prove, on 
closer inspection, to carry wheat 
heads with surprising few kerenels 
in them. 


Hits All Small Grain 


The late 
June 
floods 
have 


flattended much of

saved. In others standing water 
has "chocked" the wheat by keep- 
ing air from the ground, and the 
stalks are turning white — sure 
sign of death.

Amendment To 
Ease Veto Rejection 


Being Considered 


Washington, June 24 —(AP)— 


Two hotly disputed 
presidential 


vetoes in a single week 
stirred 


talk on Capitol Hill today of a 
constitutional amendment making 
it easier for congress to override 
White House objections to legis- 
lative acts. 


Voicing publicly the privately 


expressed sentiments of many of 
his colleagues, Rep. Arends 
(R- 


111) said he is considering a pro- 
posal calling for only a simple 
majority vote of the elected mem- 
bers of each branch of congress. 


The Constitution now requires 


a two-thirds vote in the senate and 
the house before legislation can 
become law over a veto. 


The house failed by two votes 


to override Truman's veto of the 
Republican tax reduction bill last 
Tuesday. But it ran up a vote of 
nearly four to one in favor of 
passing the .Tail-Hartley labor bill 
over Truman's objections. 


Arends, who as Republican whip 


in the house acts as assistant 
majonty leader, told reporters he 
has sounded out other members 


and found strong sentiment jn 
favor of a change. 


Wants Simple Majority 


The Constitution, Arends con- 


tended, contemplated 
infrequent 


use of the veto "and certainly not 
its use for political purposes as 
was the obvious case on the tax 
and labor bills." 


Arends said he believes a major- 


ity of the elected senators and 
representatives should be allowed 
to override. That would mean 218 
votes in the house and 49 in the 
senate. At present, assuming all 
members are on hand and voting, 
it takes 65 senate and 290 house 
votes to enact a law over a veto. 


Two bills are on Truman's desk 


right now which—except for the 
time element involved—might re- 
sult in vetoes. And a presidential 
rebuff has not been ruled com- 
pletely out for one of them. 


Wool Bill Controversial 


It is the controversial 
wool 


measure, extending the govern- 
ment's price support program for 
another year while also author- 
izing 
the 
president 
to 
boost 


tariffs or impose import quotas if 
he finds that foreign sales are 
thratening to push down domestic 
prices. 


The price support program will 


end June 30 unless the measure 
comes law. 


It is the same date—just one 


week hence—that has led nearly 


all cntics of the second pending 
bill to predict that Truman will 
sign it. 


That measure extends rent con- 


trols through next February. But 
it has been loudly criticized in and 
out of congress because it (A) 
permits 15 per cent ceiling boosts 
when landlords and tenant* agree 
to a lease running into 1949 and 
(B) removes all federal building 
controls except those over amuse- 
ment-type structures. 


Other Bills On Fii* 


The senate schedule calls for 


passage this week of bills to unify 
the armed sen-ices under a single 
cabinet officer and to designate 
the speaker of the house, rather 
than the secretary of state, in line 
for the presidency whenever the 
vice presidency 13 vacant. 


Truman has urged enactment 


of both these 
measure*. House 


action may come before congress 
quits for the summer July 26. 


The house has turned back to 


its protracttd discussion of a bill 
authorizing the state department 
to continue its foregn broadcast 
program after next Monday mid- 
night. The chamber then planned 
to take up a measure authorizing 
United, States participation in the 
international 
refugee 
organiza- 


tion—another administration re- 
quest. 


No Atom Pact Before 


September, U. N. Feels 


Lake Success, June 24 —(AP) 


— The United Nations virtually 
has abandoned all hope of writ- 
ing an international atomic con- 
trol treaty before the general as- 
sembly meets in September. 


With Russia and the western 


powers deadlocked on major is- 
sues, delegates were agreed biat 
it would be practically impossible 
to complete the atomic treaty 
within the next three months. 


This view was expressed as the 


U. N. atomic energy commission's 
working, committee renewed its 
efforts to resolve the differences 
between Russia and the United 
States on the use of the veto in 
atomic matters. 


Although 
completion 
of 
an 


atomic treaty by September was 
believed impossible, American and 
British sources said the majority 
in the atomic energy commission 
which backs the U. S. plan for 
atomic control was going ahead 
laying down specific steps for 
harnessing the atom for peaceful 
purposes.
